threatening the missionaries with serious 
Penalties if they. take advautageof the 
permission accorded ‘to. them by the Ch’o 
Hien. ‘This precious. document is signed 
simply by ‘‘the. people of Chinkiang”— 
no names are given and no trace of its 
authorship has as yet been found. 

Unlike the Ch’e Hsion’s proclaniation, it 
is brief aud to the -point. It says that if 
any ‘foreign missionaries dare to take a: 
house inside the walls, it will be burned 
over their. -heads; aud if the authorities’ 
help them, their Yaméns ‘will sutfor a like 
fate. “The Ch’e Hsien’s proclamation which’ 
evidently: called forth this manifesto, was 
prepared by -the Viceroy at Nankin and 
sent down to the Taotai here to be issued. 
Tt is & lengthy document, and -seems on 
‘the: whole pretty: fair: ‘Ihe’ clause in it, 
however, which requires the approval of
